whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  9"  Feby  1031.  the  agent 
of  S+ate  for  the  Town  of  Indianapolis,  was  directed  to  make  an 
accurate  survey  of  the  lands  around  said  Town.  2:c .  according  to 
the  plat  presented  to  the  Legislature  by  said  Agent,  and  to  cause 
to  be  made  out  two  complete  maps  or  plats  of  the  town  designating 
the  names  &  width  of  the  Streets  &  alleys  &c.  to  deposit  one  of 
said  maps  in  the  Office  of  the  Recorder  of  Marion  County  and  that 
from  that  time  "it  shall  be  considered  a  public  Record,  ..hich  map 
was  subsequently  on  the     day  of  July  1831.  deposited  in  said 
office. 

Portions  of  several  of  the  streets  &  alleys  upon  the  outskirts 
of  the  Town  has  been  inclosed  by  the  Owners  of  property  adjacent 
thereto,  simply  for  their  own  present  convenience,  and  not  at  all 
with  a  view  of  vacating  them. 
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By  a  recent  dlcision,  however,  of  the  Supreme  Court  pro- 
nounced on  the  24M  December  1846  in  a  case  between  A  citizen  & 
the  Town,  it  is  decided  that  Streets  &  alleys  of  Towns  are  public 
highways  and  as  such  are  by  Sec  54.  Ch  16  Rev  Stats  of  1843.  va- 
cated after  an  enclosure  of  Six  years.   By  this  unexpected  de- 
cision the  Symmetry  &  beauty  of  the  capitol  of  the  State  will  be 
seriously  marred  And  the  property  of  individuals  who  bought  in 
the  neighborhood  of  such  Streets  and  with  a  view  to  them  as  a 
part  of  the  privileges  of  such  property  very  materia lly  injured. 


As  the  fee  simple  of  the  Ground,  by  grant  of  Congress  is  in 
the  State  the  vacating  of  Streets  &  alleys  does  not  vest  the 
title  thereto  in  the  Owners  of  the  adjacent  property,  out  the 
same  returns  to  the  State,  and  as  all  the  citizens  of  the  State 
have  an  interest  in  the  Capitol  and  her  public  grounds  her 
streets  &  alleys  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis 
respectfully  ask  the  Legislature  to  pass  a  law  repealing  all  laws, 
or  parts  of  laws,  that  in  any  wise  change  or  vacate  any  of  the 
streets  or  alleys  as  shown  by  the  map  aforesaid  and  declaring  the 
streets  &  alleys  as  shown  by  said  map  to  be  streets  &  alleys  of 
said  Town.

An  Ordinance  to  prevent  the  feeding  of  Teams  within  certain  City 
limits. 

Sec.  1.   Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis,  That 
the  standing  of  a  Team  or  Teams,  Horses,  Cattle,  or  Mules  to  feed 
on  Washington  Street  between  East  ana  West  Streets,  is  hereby  de- 
clared a  Nuisance,  and  any  person  or  persons  violating  this  section 
shall  pay  a  fine  for  each  team  of  not  less  than  fifty  cents,  and 
fifty  cents  for  every  hour  thereafter,  he,  she,  or  they,  shall  per- 
mit said  team  or  teams,  horses,  cattle,  or  Mules  so  to  remain  after 
being  notified,  which  notice  may  be  given  by  an  Officer  of  the  City, 
or  any  individual  owning  property  in  the  City. 

Sec.  3  That  Section  15,  Chapter  8,  of  the  Ordinance  for  the 
regulation  and  f-overnment  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  approved 
May  30,  1848  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  being  present,  by  leave  of  the  Council  made 
some  suggestions  relative  to  certain  portions  of  the  Ordinance.

On  Motion  of  Mr.  Bates   Resolved.   That  the  city  attorney  be 
requested  in  conjunction  with  the  Mayor  to  examine  carefully  the 
Ordinances  heretofore  found  by  the  City  Council,  and  to  report  to 
the  Council,  such  alterations  t   amendments  as  in  their  opinion  would 
be  beneficial,  and  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  better  regula- 
tion of  the  City. 
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Mr.  Sulgrove  presented  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions ,  which 
were  adopted. 

Y>hereas,  it  appears  by  the  annual  report  of  the  Secretary,  that 
the  indebtedness  of  the  City,  on  account  of  Outstanding  Treasury  drafts, 
notes  and  judgments,  was  on  the- 1st  day  of  Kay  1849,  about  Two  thousand, 
eight  hundred  dollars. 

And  Whereas,  of  the  Scrip  issued  and  yet  to  be  issued  for  improvement 
of  Streets  amounting  to  .f4, 847. 00,  there  will  be  redeemed  in  the  collect- 
ion of  Taxes  during  the  present  year,  at  the  present  rate  of  taxation, 
about  five  hundred  dollars. 

And  whereas,  it  is  believed  that  any  attempt  to  collect  the  Small 
share  on  Hospital  Tax  of  1848,  which  was  returned  delinquent,  will 
prove  fruitless;  and  that  the  sum  collected  amounting  to  $766.51  ought 
in  justice  to  be  refunded  by  a  corresponding  credit  on  the  Tax  for 
general  purposes  to  be  levied  for  the  current  year. 

And  whereas,  to  sustain  the  City  government  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Charter,  and  to  make  such  improvements  as  are  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  protect  and  preserve  the  health  of  the  city  there 
will  be  required  the  sum  of  about  two  thousand  dollars,  thus  forming 
in  unpaid  Treasury  warrants,  notes,  Judgments  in  redemption  of  Scrip 
the  refunding  of  Small  share  tax,  and  the  Ordinary  city  expenses, 
a  total  charge  against  the  receipts  of  the  city  of  the  current  year 
the  sum  of  about  ^;6,066. 

And  whereas,  the  estirated  revenue  of  1849,  which  is  applicable 
to  the  discharge  of  the  liability,  at  fifteen  cents  on  the  'j.100 
dollars  valuation  of  real  &  personal  property,  together  with  such 
sums  as  may  be  received  from  other  sources,  will  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  $3,600  —  thus  leaving  a  liability  at  the  expiration  of  the 
present  financial  year  terminating  May  1st.  1850,  the  sum  of  about 
§2400. 

It  is  therefore,  the  Opinion  of  this  Council,  that  to  aid  in  the 
extinguishment  of  the  present  city  indebtedness  which  is  constantly 
accumulating  by  the  condition  of  Judgments,  interest,  <■   costs:  and 
to  provide  means  for  such  improvements  as  will  have  a  tendency  to 
remove  the  causes  of  disease,  the  tax  for  general  purposes  should 
be  increased  ten  cents  on  each  One  hundred  dollars  valuation  of  pro- 
perty returned  by  the  Assessor  for  the  year  1849.   For  the  purpose 
therefore,  of  ascertaining  the  Opinions  of  the  people  interested, 
or  to  the  propriety  of  such  increase  of  the  rate  of  Taxation. 

Be  it  "Resolved.   That  Polls  be  opened  in  the  Several  wards  of 
the  City  on  Saturday  the  9th  day  of  June  A.D.  1849  between  the  hours 
of  One  o'clock,  and  four  P.M.  at  the  same  places  and  under  the  direct- 
ion of  the  same  Inspectors  as  at  the  recent  annual  election  for 
Payor  and  Councilmen,  for  the  pur  rose  of  holding  an  election  to 
determine  whether  or  not,  an  additional  tax  of  10  cents  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessment  of  property  to  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
for  the  year  1849,  which  tax  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the 
payment  of  the  City  indebtedness  and  such  improvements  only  as  may 
be  necessary  to  promote  the  health  of  the  city  and  provide  for  the- 
safety  of  its  inhabitants.

To  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  Judgments  rendered  by  the  Mayor 
of  Indianapolis  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec,  1.   Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis,  That 
whenever  the  Mayor  of  said  City  shall  render  a  Judgment  against  a  de- 
fendant for  any  of  the  offences  specified  in  Section,  nineteen,  twenty, 
twenty  three,  twenty  six,  twenty  seven,  twenty  eight,  twenty  nine,  thirty 
thirty  one  and  thirty  two  of  Chapter  VIII  of  the  Ordinances  of  said  City 
approved  May  30,  1848,  or  for  the  violation  of  either  of  the  offences 
specified  in  Sections  four  and  five  of  Chapter  X  of  said  Ordinances, 
or  for  a  violation  of  Section  five  of  Chapter  XI  of  said  Ordinances;  it 
shall  be  a  part  of  the  judgment  that  the  party  convicted  shall  stand 
committed  until  the  fine  and  costs  are  paid  or  replaced,  and  the  defend- 
ant may  replevy  the  same  in  any  such  case,  for  the  term  of  ninety  days, 
by  entering  sufficient  bail  on  the  Mayors  docket,  for  the  amount  of  the 
fine  &  costs,  and  on  the  defendant  refusal  or  neglect  to  pay  such  fine 
&  costs  or  to  replevy  the  same,  such  defendant,  unless  a  female,  shall 
be  committed  to  the  jail  of  Marion  County. 

Sec.  2,  Any  person  confined  in  jail  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  may 
be  discharged  from  imprisonment  by  the  special  order  of  the  Mayor,  in 
cases  where  such  persons  might  be  discharged  from  imprisonment,  if  committed 
by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  a  violation  of  the  penal  laws  of  the  State 
of  Indiana,  provided,  however,  That  where  a  defendant  is  discharged  from 
imprisonment  without  payment  of  the  fine  &  costs,  such  discharge  shall 
not  be  considered  a  satisfaction  of  such  judgment,  but  execution  may  issue 
thereon,  against  the  goods  and  chattels  of  said  defendant. 

Sec.  3.  All  buildings  within  the  limits  of  the  Corporation,  used  or 
occupied  for  the  purpose  of  gaming,  or  in  which  games  of  hazard  may  be 
played  for  money,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  public  nuisances  and  the  owners 
or  occupier  of  any  building,  who  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  gaming  in  such 
building,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  not  less  than  two,  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  upon  conviction  of  which,  the  defendant,  unless  the  fine  and  costs 
are  paid  as  replevied,  as  provided  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  committed 
to  the  jail  of  Marion  County. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  who  shall  suffer,  or  permit  any  disorderly  noise 
or  conduct,  on  any  person,  or  persons  to  become  intoxicated  in,  at,  or 
about  his  grocery,  or  other  place  or  establishment,  where  distilled  or 
fermented  liquors  are  sold,  or  kept  for  sale,  or  kept  to  be  given  away, 
within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  of 
not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  and  upon  conviction,  the 
Mayor  shall  have  the  same  power  as  is  given  him  by  the  first  section  of 
this  ordinance. 
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Sec.  5  The  City  Marshal  is  hereby  empowered,  and  it  is  made  his  duty 
to  arrest  all  persons,  who  in  the  night  time,  and  within  the  limits  of 
said  city  shall  be  found  rioting,  fighting,  or  otherwise  disturbing  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  said  city,  or  any  of  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  also 
all  persons  who  shall  be  found  in  the  night  time  in  a  state  of  intoxica- 
tion in  the  streets  of  said  city,  and  said  Marshal  is  further  empowered 
to  commit  any  perscn  or  persons  so  arrested  by  him  to  Jail  for  safe  keep- 
ing until  complaint  can  be  made  to  the  Mayor  against  such  person  or  per- 
sons, provided  however,  that  no  person  shall  be  confined  in  jail  by  vir- 
tue of  said  arrest  and  commitment  by  the  city  Marshal  longer  than  until 
t@ft  o'clock  of  the  forenoon  of  the  succeeding  day. 

Ordained  and  established  this  2nd  day  of  July  A.D.  1849  to  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  publication  as  required  by  the  Charter 
(approved  July  12,  1849)

The  Council  met,  Present  Messrs  King,  Montague,  Sulgrove  Cully, 
Bates  &  Mr  President. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  being  the  consideration  of  building 
Public  School  Houses  in  said  City: 

Mr  Bates  presented  the  following  preamble,  Resolution  &  Orders  for 
adoption,  which  were  severally  read,  and  adopted. 

Whereas,  the  School  Funds  of  the  City  has  accumlated  to  a  sum  suf- 
ficient, including  the  probable  assessment  of  the  year  1850  to  justify 
the  opinion  on  the  part  of  this  Council,  that  four  School  Houses  one 
story  high  of  suitable  size  may  and  ought  to  be  erected  in  this  City 
and  fitted  for  use  by  the  first  day  of  December  Next,  and  as  but  four 
of  the  seven  wards  in  said  City  can  be  supplied  with  the  present  and 
expected  means  this  year,  the  Houses  to  be  built  should  be  distributed 
in  their  location  as  equitaby  as  possible,  regard  being  had  to  the  pop- 
ulation and  present  accomodation  or  want  of  accomodation  for  schools  in 
the  several  Wards. 

Therefor  Resolved,  That  four  School  Houses  shall  be  built  in  the 
City  the  present  year,  and  that  so  much  of  the  School  funds  as  may  be 
necessary  to  build  and  finnish  the  same  fit  for  use,  (Except  seating  & 
desks)  is  hereby  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing  Resolution,  it  is  hereby  Ordered, 
That  the  members  of  the  Wards  in  which  said  Shcool  Houses  may  be  erected, 
shall  constitute  a  Building  Committee,  a  majority  of  whom  may  act  in  all 
cases;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to 
let  by  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  who  may  be  deemed  com- 
pitent  to  perform  the  same,  after  giving  two  weeks  notice  by  hand  bills 
posted  up  in  said  City.  The  furnishing  of  all  necessary  materials,  and 
building  and  finishing  complete  fit  for  use  (Except  as  to  seats  and  desks 
as  aforesaid)  including  the  painting  of  all  the  wood  work  with  two  coats 
of  paint  by  the  first  of  December  next  four  Brick  School  Houses  26  by 
fifty  feet  from  out  to  out,  with  a  Stone  foundation  3  feet  high,  and  18 
inches  thick,  two  feet  of  which  to  be  above  ground,  height  of  Story  13 
feet  in  clear,  two  small  Rooms  to  be  partitioned  off  and  finished,  win- 
dows so  constructed  as  to  furnish  sufficient  light  and  ventilation,  The 
whole  to  conform  strictly  to  the  plan  and  specifications  which  shall  be 
adopted  by  the  council,  payment  to  be  made  in  cask,  one  fourth,  so  soon 
as  the  first  tier  of  Joists  are  laid,  and  thirty  thousand  Brick  deliverd 

on  the  ground,  One  fourth  when  the 
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Roof  is  on,  One  fourth  on  the  first  day  of  December  1850  if  the  whole  is 
completed,  and  the  remaining  one  fourth  on  the  first  day  of  March  1851, 
The  said  committee  shall  enter  into  the  contract  on  the  part  of  the 
Council  with  the  parties  to  whom  the  contract  may  be  awarded,  and  their 
certificate  that  any  payment  is  due  to  any  contractor,  shall  be  suffi- 
cient authority  for  the  Treasurer  to  pay  the  same,  The  member  of  each 
ward  respectively  in  which  each  of  said  buildings  are  to  be  erected, 
shall  have  the  power  to  reject  any  and  all  meterials  furnished  by  con- 
tractors to  be  used  in  said  buildinrs,  which  he  may  deem  unsuitable  and 
insufficient  for  the  same,  or  in  anywise  defective,  and  any  meterials 
so  rejected,  shall  not  be  used  in  said  building.  The  Committee  shall 
Report  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  their  proceedings,  after  the 
letting  of  the  same. 

Ordered,  That  one  of  said  School  Houses  shall  be  built  in  the 
first  Ward,  One  in  the  third  ward,  One  in  the  fifth  Ward,  and  one  in 
the  Seventh  Ward,  upon  the  Lots  heretofore  bought  by  the  Council  for 
School  purposes,  and  the  City  Surveyor  is  hereby  directed  to  lay  off 
the  ground  when  called  upon  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee. 

On  motion  the  following  Resolution  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  individual  or  individuals,  who  shall  take  the 
contract  for  the  building  of  the  Public  School  Houses  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  preamble,  Resolution  and  Orders,  Shall  be  required  to  give 
Bond  with  sufficient  freehold  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  council 
for  the  erection  &  completion  of  the  same. 

A  plan  for  the  building  of  said  Houses  from  Mr  Lingenfelter,  &  one 
from  Mr  Willits  was  presented  to  the  Council  for  inspection,  and  after  a 
full  investigation  of  said  plans  By  the  Council,  On  motion  of  Mr  Bates, 
the  plan  presented  by  Mr  Willets,  was  accepted  as  the  plan  on  which  said 
School  Houses  are  to  be  built,  subject  to  any  modification  which  the 
Council  may  deem  proper,  make, 

A  petition  was  presented,  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  property  holders 
living  on  Alabama  Street,  praying  the  Council  among  other  things,  that 
they  may  be  permitted  to  make  a  gravel  walk  commencing  at  Pogues  Run  and 
extending  South  to  Merrill  Street  on  the  East  side  of  said  Alabama  Street, 
and  on  motion,  it  is  hereby  Ordered,  That  the  property  holders  living  on 
the  East  side  of  Alabama  Street,  commencing  at  Pogues  Run  and  extending 
South  to  Merrill  Street,  are  authorized  to  gravel  the  side  "walk  on  the 
East  side  of  said  Alabama  Street,  and  across  the  Streets  and  Alleys  cross- 
ing the  same,  and  to  erect  a  foot 
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Bridge  across  said  Run  at  the  foot  of  said  Street,  Provided  that  the  city 
Council  shall  not  be  held  responsible  for  any  debt  contracted  by  said

tract for  the  erection  of  the  same  and  completion  of  said  buildings 
according  to  the  plan  and  specifications  adopted  by  the  council  was

more  staisfactory  to  the  Community,  It  is  believed  one  Recitation 
Room  may  be  sufficient  for  a  single  story,  and  that  the  entrance  for 
Male  and  Female  pupils  should  be  seperate  and  not  open  directly  into 
the  principal  Room.  But  into  an  ante  Room  which  would  be  a  deposite  for 
over  Clothing,  Hats  &c,  and  would  also  afford  space  for  a  stairway  to 
an  upper  story  when  the  funds  shall  be  sufficient  to  build  it,  and  the 
increased  poputation  in  the  several  wards  shall  demand  it,  This  change 
in  the  first  plan  would  take  five  feet  off  the  length  of  the  building 
and  dispense  with  two  windows,  while  its  breadth  would  have  to  be  in- 
creased Eight  feet,  making  only  six  feet  more  in  the  whole  length  of 
wall,  The  principal  Room  would  then  be  large  enough  for  60  double 
seats  and  accomodate  120  pupils,  while  the  first  plan  would  accomodate 
but  80  pupils,  being  a  gain  of  50  per  cent  against  less  than  9  per  cent 
increased  cost.

Your  Committee  that  was  appointed  at  your  last  meeting  to  investi- 
gate the  Union  R  S  track  submit  the  following. 

They  made  the  necessary  investigation  and  find  the  R  R  track  not 
in  the  condition  it  ought  to  be  were  it  crosses  our  Streets  and  side 
walks,  and  as  it  was  understood  by  both  parties  and  showes  in  said

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  this  agreement  is  violated  by  said 
Union  R.  R  track,  as  Allabama  Street  which  was  a  passable  Street  be- 
fore the  R#  Road  was  made  is  now  vacated  in  consequence  of  said  Rail 
Road  track,  likewise  the  side  walk  on  Virginia  Avenue,  The  bridge 
built  by  said  Company  on  Delaware  Street  across  Pogues  Run  is  not 
built  as  your  Committee  think  it  was  understood  by  both  parties,  it 
was  to  be  built,  as  the  Bridge  is  not  built  with  the  Street,  or  as  we 
consider  it  should  have  been  built,  and  we  think  a  change  on  that 
Bridge  is  necessary.
